WHY SHOULD I GIVE? 


If we gave this question one moment’s considerat:on, the answer would be evident. There are 
three main veasons underlying ou: obligation to give to the Church: 


1. Reasons based on the Scripture: 


All through the Church history, God has asked that temples should be built wherein His people 
might honour and offer sacrifice to Him. He has chosen priests to minister in those temples and to be 
supported by the people. 

In the Old Testament, God designated the kind of temples He wanted built. He set up a lineage 
of priests to represent the people in offering sacrifice and even directed that One-Tenth of the material 
income of all His subjects be set aside for the worship of God in the temple. 

In the New Testament, Christ established a religion that would require priests to represent Him, 
churches in which the Mass and the sacraments might be fittingly enacted, schools in which His command 
“Teach all nations” might be fulfilled. Obviously He intended that the support of priests, churches and 
schools should come from the people who believed in His teachings. 


St. Paul clearly defines the collections that must be taken up among the faithful and the support 
due to the church. 


2. Reasons of obedience to the authority of Christ’s Church: 


The Church clearly commands all Catholics to contribute to its support—that means the support 
of all institutions over which the pastor has jurisdiction. 


Could anyone be so bold as to call himself a good Catholic if, having any income whatsoever, he 
completely flouts this definite Precept of the Church whereby he is commanded to contribute to the 
support of his parish? One can also be undeserving of the title “Good Catholic’ by the smallness of his 
contributions in proportion to his means. 


3. Reasons of Common Sense: 


If for none of the foregoing reasons, man’s own common sense must convey to him that the Parish 

is the link with the whole Mystical Body of Christ. It is a home for his soul because there his soul is born 
into grace, there he is educated and fortified for his battle with the world. It is the place where he gives 
the kind of adoration to God that God has asked for through the sacrifice of the Mass. 
Therefore, just as he loves the home in which he lives, he also loves the home where he and his 
family find immediate access to God. If he loves God, then he wants God to be honoured not only by his 
words but also by the very appearance of everything that goes to make up the Parish—the church, 
schools, rectory, convent—that are dedicated to God. 

He grieves if his parish is in debt, if some of its buildings are inadequate or in disrepair. He knows 
he shares the responsibility for putting these things right. He knows that he does not have to go without 
the necessities of life to do his share. He does want to do it and since it is for God, he has God’s own 
promise ‘“‘with the same measure that you shall give, it shall be measured to you again’””—as a guarantee 
that he cannot possibly lose.

HOW MUCH SHOULD I GIVE’ 


Ave you one of those people who say “What I give to the Church is my own business and no 
one has any right to know the amount or to question it”. If you ave, thon it is time you gave tho 
matter some thought. 


There is more than the element of pure charity in the obligation of giving to one’s parish and 
something more than the complete freedom claimed here. Between a man, his parish and fellow 
parishioners there is a bond of justice and equity. To analyse that bond he must ask himself ‘What 
does my parish need? What is my debt to the parish for the spiritual opportunities it gives me? What 
example should I set for my fellow parishioners so that our combined contributions would provide for 
the needs of the Parish?” 


Some say: “For years I have been giving $1.00 a Sunday to my parish—many give less than that, 
and I see no reason for changing my contribution”. What an unrealistic approach that is! Everybody 


knows that the cost of living is steadily rising—likewise the costs of parish upkeep are increasing. 
Some say: ‘‘I give just as much as many of my fellow parishioners give’. 


This is a false standard. Anyone can pick out a number of people in the parish who give a small 
amount and make this the standard. We should not be guided by what others contribute—we should 
be guided by our conscience in this matter and thereby satisfy ourselves that we are doing our part 
honourably. 


Some say: “‘I am disgusted with all the talk about money in the parish and my reaction is to give 
less than I could”. 


Such a man is allowing his feelings to over-rule his reason. His feeling of resentment should be 
recognized as a temptation, not a cause for action. His neglect of duty will neither please God nor help 
the cause in any way. 


All these are incorrect ways of facing up to the question of how much should be given in the 
Sunday collection. It is equally incorrect to take the stand that as long as one does not have a high 
enough income to provide the luxuries of life for his family, he need give very little to his parish. The 
right attitude is that giving to parish support should be an essential part of every Catholic budget, 
even when the budget is small. 


We read in the Bible where God demanded TEN PER CENT of their material income from all 
His chosen people. There are Protestant sects that will accept no less than this standard from their 
members and who get it from those in all income levels. If something near these standards could be 
approached in all Catholic parishes, then the overwhelming problem of providing for a rapidly expand- 
ing population would cease to exist and Catholics would find themselves growing in spiritual stature from 
the graces God would bestow for their generosity.

OUR GREATEST NEED

EQUAL SACRIFICE . . NOT EQUAL GIFTS 


THE MASS AND 
OUR SUNDAY OFFERING 


It is important to remember that the offering of money has become part of the Mass itself. It is 
not only by accident that the collection plate is passed around at the moment when the priest is offering 


to the Almighty Father the water and the wine and the bread that will become the Eucharist. 


There was a time when at that particular moment of the Mass the people walked up to the altar 
and presented their gifts. They gave the wine for the offertory. Or they brought the bread that was to 
be consecrated for their own communion. The priest took these gifts from their hands and offered them 
to God in token of the fact that they, the people, wanted to have a part in the Mass and that the bread 


and the wine were symbolic of their own hearts and souls, which they offered gladly to their Creator. 


With the growth of the Church and the consequent big increase in congregation, this method of 
offering gifts became impractical. And so, around the eleventh century, the offering of money was 


instituted as a substitute for the offering of bread and wine. 


As the priest offers the bread and wine to God, the people place in the collection basket their gift 
of money. That money is not, clearly, a gift to the priest. Nor is it, in the strict sense, a gift to the parish. 


It is a gift to God Himself.

Each of us, at one time or another, must ask himself—“What 
is the most important thing in my life—my own ease, material 
success, or service of God?” In this time of excessive materialism 
there is a great danger that we may forget eternal values. Our Lord 
has said: “Seek ye the Kingdom of Heaven and its justice and 
all these things shall be added unto you.” Far too often we begin 
to think that we are self-sufficient and can supply our own indi- 
vidual needs for ourselves. We forget that God is the giver of all 
things and that without His help we are absolutely nothing. 


It is true that in times of great difficulty we become more 
aware of our dependence on God and fall on our knees to ask for 
His help, but these instances are far too rare. There is need for 
us all to have an abiding knowledge of this fact each and every 
day of our lives. 


If a man were to work all his life for one firm and then go 
to ancther firm in order to receive his pension, we would think 
him foolish. It would be equally foolish for a man to work selfishly 
for himself all his life and expect God to give him his eternal reward. 

It is a shocking thing that many of us spend more on CIG- 
ARETTES ... TELEVISION ... FISHING... VACATIONS 
and other NON-ESSENTIALS than we give to the Church. Does 
ALSO IS HIS HEART.” 


Remember—“WHERE A MAN’S TREASURE IS—THERE 
it follow that we think more of these than of God?
